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1 . SEPTEL REPORTS LAST TWO DAYS OF CHAIRMAN HUA'S VISIT TO 
YUGOSLAVIA DURING WHICH FURTHER PLENARY DISCUSSIONS WERE HELD 
BETWEEN THE TWO DELEGATIONS AND REPORTS ON INTERNATIONAL 
QUESTIONS, INTER-PARTY RELATIONS, AND ECONOMIC MATTERS WERE 
SUBMITTED TO THE PRINCIPALS. THIS MESSAGE PROVIDES HIGH- 
LIGHTS OF THE REPORTS SUBMITTED BY YUGOSLAV FOREIGN SECRETARY 
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VRHOVEC ON INTERNATIONAL ISSUES AND LCY PRESIDENCY SECRETARY 
DOLANC ON INTER-PARTY RELATIONS. ALTHOUGH NO FINAL JOINT 
COMMUNIQUE WAS ISSUED AT THE CONCLUSION OF HUA'S VISIT. THE 
TANJUG ACCOUNT OF THE FINAL SESSION INCLUDING THE REPORTS 
READS MUCH LIKE A COMMUNIQUE. CHINESE FOREIGN MINISTER HUANG 
HUA AND CPC POLITBURO MEMBER CHI TENG KUEI ARE ASSOCIATED WITH 
THE VRHOVEC-DOLANC REPORTS IN THE TANJUG REPORT; IT IS NOT 
CLEAR, HOWEVER, WHETHER THE REPORTS WERE JOINTY SIGNED OR 
WHETHER SEPARATE REPORTS WERE ISSUED BY EACH OF THE FOUR 
MINISTERS. 

2. VRHOVEC REPORTS ON INTERNATIONAL ISSUES. VRHOVEC REPORTED 
"IDENTITY OR SIMILARITY" OF VIEWPOINTS ON MANY INTERNAL ISSUES. 

HE STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF THE UNITED NATIONS IN STRENGT- 
HENING PEACE. TANJUG CONTINUES THAT BOTH VRHOVEC AND CHINESE 
FOREIGN MINISTER HUANG "EMPHASIZED THEIR AGREEMENT ON THE 
NECESSITY FOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORY, 
THAT THE NATIONAL RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS BE SECURED, AND 
THAT AN ALL-ENCOMPASSING SOLUTION MUST BE FOUND." THE 
SECURITY OF ALL STATES IN THE AREA MUST ALSO BE ASSURED IN ANY 
FINAL SETTLEMENT, THE TWO MINISTERS AGREED. 

3. TURNING TO AFRICA, THE TWO MINISTERS REPORTEDLY UNDERLINED 
THE IMPORTANCE OF OAU DECLARATIONS ON THE INVIOLABILITY OF 
INTERNATIONAL FRONTIERS. THE OAU MUST PLAY THE PRINCIPAL ROLE 

IN "RULING OUT CONFRONTATION AND RIVALRY AMONG ALIEN POWERS ON 
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THE AFRICAN CONTINENT AS WELL AS FOR THE SUCCESS- 
FUL LIQUIDATION OF THE REMNANTS OF COLONIALISM AND RACISM IN 
AFRICA." TANJUG CONTINUES: "THE CHINESE SIDE PAID SPECIAL 
TRIBUTE TO THE BELGRADE NON-ALIGNED MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE, 
EXPRESSING ITS APPRECIATION OF THE IMPORTANCE OF NON-ALIGNMENT 
IN THE WORLD." STILL APPARENTLY IN THE NON-ALIGNED CONTEXT, 

THE TANJUG REPORT ADDS THAT "THE POSSIBILITY AND THE NEED 
FOR EXPANDING BILATERAL COOPERATION, INCLUDING CONSULTA- 
TIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES' FOREIGN MINISTRIES’ REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, WERE ALSO POINTED OUT." 

4. INTER PARTY RELATIONS. LCY PRESIDENCY SECRETARY DOLANC 
AND CPC POLITBURO MEMBER CHI TENG KUEI MET SEPARATELY ON 
BRIONI AUGUST 28 TO COMPLETE INTER-PARTY DISCUSSIONS, FOLLOWING 
WHICH DOLANC AND CHI SUBMITTED THEIR REPORT TO THE PRINCIPALS. 
PARTICIPATING WITH DOLANC ON THE YUGOSLAV SIDE WERE GRLICKOV 
AND MINIC AND FOR THE CHINESE, CHAO TZU YANG AND CHIAN SHIH. 
ACCORDING TO TANJUG, THE LAST-DAY DISCUSSIONS AFFIRMED THAT THE 
INCREASED UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE TWO COMMUNIST PARTIES 
ACHIEVED DURING CHAIRMAN HUA'S VISIT HAVE SERVED TO "INCREASE 
MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING AND FAMILIARITY, THUS ENABLING THE 
NEGATIVE CONSEQUENCES STEMMING FROM THE PERIOD WHEN RELATIONS 
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BETWEEN THE TWO PARTIES WERE AT A STANDSTILL TO BE OVERCOME." 
THIS PROCESS HAS PROCEEDED THROUGH OPEN EXCHANGES AND HAS 
CULMINATED IN THE LETTER OF THE CPC TO THE LCY ON THE OCCASION 
OF THE 1 1TH LCY CONGRESS IN JUNE, TANJUG CONTINUES. THIS 
DEVELOPMENT HAS MET WITH APPROVAL "FROM ALMOST ALL COMMUNIST 
AND WORKERS' SOCIALIST AND SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTIES. ..IN THE 
WORLD." 

5. THE TANJUG ACCOUNT OF DOLANC'S AND CHI TENG KUEI'S REPORT(S) 

TO THE PRINCIPALS LATER THAT DAY REPEATED THE ABOVE, 

ADDING THAT A BASIS HAS THUS BEEN CREATED FOR FURTHER FRUITFUL 
DEVELOPMENT OF RELATIONS, WHICH ARE NOW FOUNDED ON "MUTUAL 
RESPECT FOR THE PRINCIPLES OF AUTONOMY, EQUALITY. EVERY PARTY'S 
AND MOVEMENT'S RESPONSIBILITY TO ITS OWN WORKING CLASS AND 
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PEOPLE AND, ALSO, ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF THE DIFFERENCES IN ROADS 
TO SOCIALIST DEVELOPMENT AND THE INTERNATIONAL POSITION OF 
NATIONS." COOPERATION BETWEEN THE CPC AND THE LCY "IS IN THE 
TRUE AND LONG-TERM INTEREST OF INTERNATIONAL UNDERSTANDING, 
PEACE, AND SOCIALISM," THE REPORT ASSERTED. 

6. ACCORDING TO TANJUG, YUGOSLAV SOURCES REPORTED THAT THE 
CHINESE ARE VERY INTERESTED IN YUGOSLAV EXPERIENCES IN BUILDING 
SOCIALIST SELF-MANAGEMENT, AS WELL AS IN YUGOSLAVIA'S INDEPEN- 
DENT AND NON-ALIGNED FOREIGN POLICY, WHILE THE YUGOSLAV PARTY 
LEADERS EXPRESSED GREAT INTEREST IN CHINA’S ECONOMIC DEVELOP 
MENT AND INTERNATIONAL POLICIES. FINALLY, FURTHER EXCHANGES OF 
STUDENT AND PARTY DELEGATIONS, AS WELL AS AN AGREEMENT ON 
PUBLISHING. ARE FORESEEN.
